Then Left the City Su ddenly and 


Girls Threaten to Have 


Her 
Arrested 


Heralded in 
heavy black ink as 
W illiam J. B ryan’s secretary, Miss 
Dorothy E. Wisdom charged on this 
fair city, and separated the u nsophis­ 
ticated from over fou r hu ndred hard 
earned dollars recently. 
She was Wisdom by name, and wise 
by natu re, and those who have learn­ 
ed from her wisdom are wiser fn ex­ 
perience now. bu t poorer in pu rse. 
Abou t three months ago, with the 
blare 
of 
tru m pets. 
Miss 
Wisdom 
opened a school of stenography here in 
the home of W. A. Sm ith, west of the 
fire engine hou se. 
She enrolled sixteen pu pils who paid 
her a tu ition of $25 each. 
Among the 
pu pils were many rglrls who had a 
bu rning desire to some]day lean back 
in a line Bank of England chair and 
lau gh and 
chat w ith au employer 
abou t the cu rrent]plays, gowns, some 
new crisp society 
scandal and the 
lik e, and tak e dictation at ease, and 
in m anv]other ways lead the life of 
ease u su ally pu t in by a “ strnog“ — 
not so you 'can notice it. 
Bu t they all 
dream of those things. 
Anyway that 
is im m aterial here. 
Bnt this mu ch, Miss Wisdom did 
promise those'ooor girls positions in 
Indianapolis, and she 'never secu red 
them, or made any effort to do so. 
On the face of it. it is a bu nco-game 
from start to finish. 
A few of her 
stu dents, it is tru e, learned a little 
from the cou rse, bu t the greatest lesson 
they learned was the one she tau ght 
them by her smooth and wily ways 
when she won their confidence; this is 
the lesson they will profit by. 
She gu aranteed to teach Jier stu ­ 
dents stenography in six week s, and at 
tiie end of that tim e secu re them a po­ 
sition in Indianapolis, as^she said she 
represented the Sm ith-Prem ier type­ 
w riter company, and they cou ld u se 
any am ou nt of girls. 
Many 
of 
those individu als, who 
Barnnm says are boru every m inu te, 
took the cou rse, and at the end of the 
six week s were ready to go to Indian 
apolis. 
So 
they 
thou ght. 
Several 
resigned positions which they were 
holding abou t towu , clerk s, girls em ­ 
ployed iu printing offices, nu rses, fa r­ 
m ers’ dau ghters and domestics, girls 
from every walk of life, pu rchased 
clothes, tru nk s, su it cases, etc., w ith 
a view of going immediately. 
One 
you ng man resigned his position at the 
Lak e Erie depot and made ready to 
leave. 
A day was set apart]for the stu dents 
to leave this city. 
Miss Wisdom was 
to accompany them. 
Bu t the day previou s to their depar­ 
tu re a telegram arrived in this city 
for Miss Wisdom. 
(No farce is com­ 
plete w ithou t a telegram coming in at 
the critical moment). 
We cou ld all 
gu ess the content« —it was the same 
old story, “ M other is seriou sly ill. 
May die 
Come at once.” 
(M other! 
w hat sins are com m itted in thy name). 
The telegram was su pposed to come 
from a sister living w ith “ m other” in 
St. Lou is. 
W hat’was she to do? Yes 
she 
m u st go 
home, anti 
at once. 
Mother 
wou ld 
never forgive her. 
Bu t she wou ld retu rn. 
Su re, w ithin 
two or three days at the most. 
Ju st 
wait. 
She wou ld leave all her lu ggage 
in her room. 
Bu t one of the girls brok e the lid 
on her tru nk (so she saidTand she had 
so many things that m u st be pu t u nder 
a lock and k ey w hile she was away. 
The tru nk m u st be repaired. 
It was 
repaired. 
It was repaired to another 
part of [the city, where she carried 
all 
her 
belongings 
and 
pack ed 
same 
therein. 
And 
that 
night 
Miss Wisdom—Dorothy 
Bu rn'em of 
Badone H all” sailed away 
And it is 
the last seen of the “ Cassie Chadwick 
in M iniatu re,” 
She is gone, bu t not 


forgotten. 
Lik e all 
other “ good” stu dents, 
these very same organized themselves 
into a fraternity. 
It was a soit of an 
indignation “ frat. ” 
And they wou ld 
lik e very mu ch to initiate their good, 
k ind teacher into this organization. 
Oh, yes, the day before she left, she 
sold all who had tak en the six week s, 
the nicest, sweetest dearest little d i­ 
plomas, a “ regu lar” diploma w ith a 
real gold seal on it. 
This sheep sk in 
cost an 
additional two dollars. 
It 
was another case of “ sk in,” or we 
m ight say^“ grafting the sk in.” 
This made for Miss Wisdom a total 
of $432 “ cream .” 
In a few days she 
wrote 
a 
letter here, 
stating that 
“ m other” was getting on"nicely and 
she wou ld retu rn soon." She gave her 
address 
“ General 
Delivery, 
St. 
Lou is,” probably wishing to feel the 
pu lse of the situ ation here over the 
long and safe distance. Several of the 
girls wrote her and also wrote the 
typew riter concern last week , and to 
day received a letter from the Smith 
Prem ier company which reads : 
“ You r letter of 23d inst., to hand. 
Miss Wisdom was not work ing for onr 
company nor did we gu arantee to se 
cu re positions for pu pils of any su ch 
woman, and cannot u nderstand why 
stie has made su ch statem ents, as tbey 
are false. ’ ’ 
Maybe the spirits of the many girls 
did not fall when they had conclu sive 
evidence that they had been du ped. 
This going away to be a stenographer 
was going to be the one big thing in 
their entire career, for many of them 
and 
they 
had 
their 
whole son Is 
wrapped np in it. 
A comm ittee of the girls waited on 
a lawyer today to learn what “ cou rse” 
they cou ld now tak e to even m atters 
np. 
Several of the pu pils who came 
in late—bu t paid their fu ll tu ition - 
only received a week 's cou rse, and they 
received a commu nication some time 
ago ask ing if they wished to complete 
the cou rse bvjmail. 
Bu t the rem aind­ 
er of the cou rse has not m aterialized. 
Some of the ; girls think that] Miss 
Widom is not in St. Lou is, bu t has a 
confederate there, whose work consists 
in letting the pu pils „“ down light,” 
where“ Mr. B ryan’s secretary” mak es 
a “ clean get aw ay.” 
Nearly all of the fgirls and you ng 
men have retu rned to their old work 
here, bnt some of them cou ld not se­ 
cu re their [old positions 
again, as 
others were work ing in their places. 
In a way this m ight prove a blessing 
to many who 
look on the life of a 
stenographer in a city, as an ideal 
condition, w ithou t a clou d ever on the 
horizon.

Leo Prenderga8t. who lived west of 
this city, abou t two miles, was in­ 
stantly k illed in Shelbyviile shortly 
after one o’clock today. 
A representaive of this paper phoned 
to Shelbyviile as soon as the intelli­ 
gence of his death came to this city, 
bu t little cou ld be learned of the de­ 
tails of the accident. 
The only infor­ 
m ation which con Id be gained was 
that tHe you ng man was electrocu ted 
while work ing 
in 
the 
car barrs, 
having received 500 volts. 
Mr. Prendergast w asVstrong and ro­ 
bu st you ng man of exemplary habits, 
and only 
went to Shelbyviile this 
m orning to work w ith W illiam R ed­ 
man on the Phil Wilk contract. 
Mr. 
Wilk is patting in a cement floor in 
the I. & O. car barns in that city. 
When the word came to this citv, 
two of his sisters were here, in the 
down town 
district shopping, and 
when "apprised 
of the sad news by 
Officer Pea, their grief was most piti­ 
fu l. 
Mr. Prendergast has lived in this 
cou nty all his life, except for one year 
he was employed in Chicago. 
He lias 
live<l and work ed with his u ncle, John 
Prendergast on a farm, west of this 
citv. 
He leaves f» « e sisters, Misses Kate 
and 
Fannie 
Prendergast, 
of 
this 
cou nty; Miss Nellie Prendergast, and 
Mrs. Anna Gray, and Mrs. Wallace 
Cu nningham. 
of 
Indianapolis. 
A 
brother, Will Prendergast. of Brook ­ 
lyn, N. Y., also su rvives him. 
The body w ill be brou ght to this 
city this ¡evening, au d tak en to the 
Prendergast home. 
Mr. Prendergast 
was abou t twenty-five years of age, 
and a perfect pictu re of health.

chu rch in this city, and the fu neral 
services w ill be held there w ith bu rial 
in Calvarv cemeterv.

Ru shville wins w ith hands down. 
Bu t it vras a hot contest. 
Over the 
installation of a stove in a chnrch at 
Orange, this 
cou nty, and it came 
abou t after this manner. 
One of the ladies of the congregation 
was selected as 
treasu rer of a fu nd 
which had been created by no end of 
hard work on the part of the female 
members of the flock . There were box 
socials, qu ilting parties, straw berry 
festivals]and w ater melon frolics given 
to raise the 
money, and they were to 
bu y a new stove this w inter for u se 
in their little chu rch. 
It is 
alleged that the 
treasu rer 
took the money, deposited it in a 
tru st company, where it drew interest. 
A few week s ago new officers were 
elected and among them a treasu rer. 
The ou t-going treasu rer informed the 
treasu rer-elect that the 
stove fu nd 
wou ld be tu rned over to her any time. 
Then cold weather coming on the com ­ 
m ittee went into execu tive session as 
to where the'stove wou ld be pu rchased. 
Then came the tu g of war. 
One faction wanted to bu y the stove 
in Ru shville, another wanted to go to 
Uannersville, while still another fac­ 
tion insisted on baying from a Chicago 
m ail order catalogu e. 
This part of the 
program was never settled, bu t the 
m atter of the new treasu rer having 
the money tu rned over to her was 
settled. 
A day was set apart for this 
part of the program. 
On the dav ap­ 
pointed 
the old 
treasu rer, accom­ 
panied by another lady, it is said, 
drove to Connersville and promised to 
j 
meet the treasu rer-elect, who was to 
foUow later. 
When she reached Con- 
neisville she drew the stove fu nd, and 
being a leader iu the contention of 
bu ying a stove here, came over on the 
traction line, and pu rchased a stove 
of a local firm. 
This is where Ru shville won. 
In the m eantim e the other com m it­ 
tee, inclu ding the [treasu rer-elect a r­ 
rived in Connersville. think ing the 
committee that preceeded them wou ld 
soon tu rn u p, they went to a Conners 
ville firm and bou ght a stove. 
This is where things began to get 
warm. 
In du e time.both committees arrived 
at their homes, and in du e tim e both 
stoves arrived. 
And in thisJRu fdjviHe 
was again first, having the stove al 
most set u p when the Ccnnemville man 
arrived. 
The news soon spread over 
the little village, and in a few m in­ 
u tes. the JJrange “ free state” was in 
a state of confu sion. 
People from all walk s of life—and 
all roads—gathered at the chu rch and 
the “ entertainm ent” 
opened 
with 
several “ three f rou nd go’s” in the 
prelim inaries ofjthe Gab Fest. 
There 
were the two stove dealers “ waiting 
at the chnrch,” bnt it was evident 
that the Connersville man was only 
going to get 4 4 sho w ’ ’ or the ‘ * exhibit’ ’ ; 
money, for he cou ld not win or get a 
“ place.” 
Bnt it was fu lly worth the price of i 
his stove to witness the scenes which i 
followed. 
iThe Ru shville man had 
the cash jingling in his pock et for his 
ware > 
It is u nderstood that the m inister 
came u pon the scene at this tim e, and 
his presence was the signal for the 
tu m u lt to su bside—for a time. 
It soon 
brok e ou t in fresh places. 
Then the m inister su ggested that 
they alt k neel in 
prayer, examine 
their consciences and try to learn in 
this m anner who wa« in the right 
and who was in the wrong. 
They 
k nelt in 
silent prayer. 
Soon they 
arose, the lady who bou ght the Ru sh 
ville stove was the first to speak : 
4’Before my M ak er,” she said, “ I did 
what I thou ght was right.” 
The lady pu rchasing the Conners­ 
ville stove bobbed u p: “ Well, I did 


what I k new was right,” she said, 
and then—the dark age was on. 
It is said that one of the ladies 
stru ck the other; then a son of the 
lady who was stru ck took a ha nd ; 
several more became 4 4 righteou sly in­ 
dignant.” and in the confu sion of the 
next 
few 
m inntes, the

engagem ent, but Mr. Tillm an declared 
it m ade no difference to him what the 
colored people of Chicago did, he was 
going to fill hi? engagem ent, and he 
kept his word. 
Senator Tillm an gave 
his address protected by forty detec­ 
tives. 
In anticipation of trouble a 
num ber of policemen were kept in 
nearby stations in reserve, but they 
were not called for. 
Six colored po­ 
licem en mingled with the crowd of 
w hite people and negroes which block­ 
ed the street in front cf the hall. 
In the audience w ere many colored 
people, but they listened to Senator 
T illm an’s rem arks good-naturedly, and 
although he was interrupted many 
tim es by those who wished to ask 
questions, the m eeting passed off w ith­ 
out any trouble developing. 
W hile 
discussing 
the 
Fifteenth 
am endm ent to the constitution, which 
he declared gave the negro every right 
th at a w hite man had, he was in ter­ 
rupted several tim es by one of his lis­ 
teners. who kept asking: 
“ How about 
K entucky?" 
Finally Mr. Tillm an seemed to lose 
his tem per and exclaim ed: 
“Oh. shut 
your mouth. 
You don’t know the 
A B C of this thing. 
I forgot forty 
years ago m ore than you ever knew .” 
‘You m ake up your m inds that 
equality before the law which the Fif­ 
teenth am endm ent guarantees is right 
and should be enforced notw ithstand­ 
ing its result. 
If this law was en­ 
forced it would result in two states 
ai least being dom inated absolutely 
by negroes, while four other states 
would be so near being governed by 
the negro that there would be prac­ 
tically an equal division of offices."

with having poisoned her husband. 
Patrick, h er two children. Mary, aged 
eight years, and Annie, aged six. who 
died a week ago, and P atrick and Ce­ 
cilia Cook, tenants in the Carey house 
at 1942 H am ilton street. 
All of the alleged victim s died with 
in eleven m onths, and the police al­ 
lege that Mrs. Carey benefited by their 
deaths to the extent of $1,000 through 
the collection of insurance. 
The wo­ 
m an’s arrest followed an investigation 
m ade into the deaths of her two chil­ 
dren, which occurred last week. 
It 
was said at th e tim e that their deaths 
were caused by eating candy that con­ 
tained deleterious substances. 
It was 
learned that the children were in­ 
sured for $125 each and that Mrs. 
Carey 
collected 
this 
am ount 
after 
their deaths. 
The police officials say 
they learned th at the woman had se­ 
cured rat poison, and on further in­ 
vestigation it was found that Patrick 
and Cecilia Cook, brother and sister, 
who lived with Mrs. Carey, had died 
within a few m onths under suspicious 
circum stances. 
Miss Cook died Aug. 
13 and on Sept. 17 her brother died 
suddenly in much the sam e m anner 
as his sister. 
The police officials say 
that Mrs. Carey secured the insurance. 
A fter the death of the children the 
police learned th at the wom an’s hus­ 
band died suddenly about ten m onths 
ago, and from physicians who were 
called in at various tim es during the 
illness of the alleged victim s, they 
were urged to m ake a rigid investiga­ 
tion. 
The bodies of Patrick Cook and 
his sister have been exhum ed and that 
of the wom an’s husband will also be 
disinterred.
